nance, establish in and for said mu¬ 
nicipality a public library, provided, 
there be none already established 
there.” 

In my opinion that part of the fore¬ 
going section in which an exception 
is made in the case of public libraries 
already established does not apply to 
libraries other than those known as 
municipal libraries or under munici¬ 
pal control. The said act and 
amendments thereto made provision 
for the levy of taxes for such library, 
together with money acquired by 
gift, devise, bequest, or otherwise; 
but the test is, in my opinion, 
whether or not the municipality ex¬ 
ercises control over such library. 

With reference to “The Sierra 
Madre Library," above referred to, 
will state that Airs. R. E. Ross exe¬ 
cuted a deed to The Sierra Madre 
Library Association, a corporation 
organized for the purpose of con¬ 
ducting a library in Sierra Madre, of 
certain property in Sierra Madre, to¬ 
gether with the building thereon, the 
site of ‘‘The Sierra Madre Library,” 
and said deed recited that said li¬ 
brary was to be known as the ‘‘Sierra 
Madre Public Library erected in 
honor of R. E. Ross.” 

The grantee in saiu deed was given 
the light, if, in its opinion, it was 
for the best interests of the library, 
to dispose of the nroperty so con¬ 
veyed; but, in such event, the pro¬ 
ceeds thereof must be need for the 
ourefcase cu another site for said li¬ 
brary, the said library to be conduct¬ 
ed in the same manner and under 
the same name as heretofore known 
and conducted. 

In view of these facts 1 am of the 
opinion that the grantee cannot le- 
'n 11 y dispose of said property to the 
Pity of Sierra Madre to maintain as 
a municipal public library. Such ac¬ 
tion would be contrary to the pro¬ 
visions of said deed.

John Ferguson in Pasadena Hospital 
Suffering From Bullet Wound 


INVESTIGATIONS UNDEli WAY 


JOINT WATER COMMITTEE ACTS 


Equipment for Volunteer Department 
Will Be Purchased as Fast as 
Funds Will Permit 


John Ferguson, the 13-year-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. R. C. Ferguson, is in 
the Pasadena Hospital suffering from 
the effects of a bullet wound in¬ 
flicted last Sunday afternoon. The 
bullet came from the .32 caliber rifle 
of his brother Kirby, who was ex¬ 
hibiting the gun and “didn’t know it 
was loaded.” 

The bullet enterted the face just 
below' the right eye and for a time it 
was feared the lad would lose the 
sight of that eye. At last reports, 
how'ever, it was said that the eye 
was not touched, though one or two 
small muscles would be disabled, 
hindering its use slightly. It is ex¬ 
pected that he can be brought to his 
home soon. Dr. Mackerras was sum¬ 
moned and the boy was taken to the 
hospital as soon as possible after 
the accident. 


Water Company Asked to Submit a 
Definite Proposition as a 
Basis for Action 


That the city fathers mean busi¬ 
ness in regard to giving the volunteer 
fire department equipment for effec¬ 
tive work was evident at last even¬ 
ing's meeting. Trustee Graham re¬ 
ported on bis investigation on the 
price of hose, carts, etc. 

It was voted to purchase at once 
500 feet of underwriters’ linen fire 
hose w'fth fittings. Messrs. Graham 
and Gilbert were authorized to pur¬ 
chase a suitable hose cart. Chief 
Gilbert reported that about twenty- 
five property owners had agreed to 
install private fire plugs according to 
the plan outlined in last week’s News, 
fine trustees propose to put in about 
a. dozen plugs at once and more later. 
The purchase of six Stempel chemical 
extinguishers w'as also authorided. 

Ordinances ordering the improve¬ 
ment of East Central avenue and 
Lima street w’ere adopted. Salary 
b»xi3 were ordered paid and the 
usual amount of discussion of street 
work and other problems was dis- 
poseu of. 


Jn the movement for municipal 
ownership of the water plant it is 
now up to the Water Company direc¬ 
tors to state the terms on which they, 
would be willing to make the transfer 
to the city. This was decided at the 
meeting last Saturday evening of the 
joint committee representing the 
Water Company, the city trustees and 
the Board of Trade. Action will 
probably be taken at the next month¬ 
ly meeting of the directors of the 
company. 

There was a good attendance at 
the meeting and a very lively interest 
in the matters under consideration. 
There was some disappointment over 
the absence of Mr. Torrance and his 
failure to send in the opinion of 
Major Lee, attorney for the Water 
Company, as to possiuie terms. It 
was expected that this opinion would 
have important bearing on the re¬ 
adjustment of the affairs of the com¬ 
pany and the terms which might be 
arranged for the distribution of 
water to irrigators and for domestic 
purposes. 

When the matter of putting a 
price on the property of the company 
was brought up it was decided that 
this should be done by the company 
rather than by the joint committee. 
Consequently that matter was re¬ 
ferred back to the Water Company 
directors as noted above, pursuant 
to a resolution offered by Mr. Blumer 
and formally adopted. 

Whatever terms are offered the 
city by the Water Company can be 
dictated by a comparatively small 
number of stockholders. According 
to a statement of President Andrews 
eleven stockholders represent a vot¬ 
ing majority of the stock. Present 
indications point to a further reduc- 
-tion-in this Eumber under-the 'present 
form of organization. This would 
seem to emphasize the necessity for 
prompt action on the part of the 
city, as it is unlikely that better 
terms could be secured later from a 
smaller controlling group of stock¬ 
holders. 

The large irrigators, who hold 
most of the large blocks of stock, will 
not consent to any new deal which 
will not guarantee them water serv¬ 
ice at least as good and as cheap as 
at present. That much is natural 
and easily apparent. But no large 
stockholder has a bigger vote than 
the man with one share when it 
comes to a vote at the polls on ac¬ 
cepting the company’s terms. 

On the other hand, looked at in 
a large way, future disposition of the 
‘water"situation must 'take into con- 
sideration the development of the 
city as a residence town primarily, 
rather than as a group of ranches, 
which was contemplated when the 
present company was organized. 

These are some of the things which 
mast be considered. Others are nec¬ 
essary extensions to the mains, fur' 
thqr development of water, re-laying 
and renewing of mains to keep pace 
with Improvement of streets. 


IRVING HOBART KILLED 


Former Sierra Madre Boy Loses 
Life at Lainanda Park 


Irving C. Hobart, a former Sierra 
Madre school hoy, lost his life last 
Saturday in a fight with Clinton Bur¬ 
ris at Lamanda Park. Burris shot 
Hobart, in self-defense it is alleged, 
in a fight which developed over the 
removal of a division fence between 
the property of Burris and Hobart’s 
father. 

Trouble over the fence harl been 
of long standing. Burris claimed 
that Hobart had maintained a nuis- 
nrce in the coiral which adjoined his 
property. With the consent of the 
elder Hobart, who owned the lot, 
Burris had removed the fence from 
the front of the lot so that animals 
could not be kept there. Young 
Hobart returned to find the fence re¬ 
moved, not knowing of his father’s 
uart in it. He immediately attacked 
Burris with a hammer. The latter, 
being much tue weaker, was at Ho¬ 
bart’s mercy until he used a revolver 
which he carried, as he claimed, for 
the purpose of shooting gophers in 
his orange grove. Hobart died al¬ 
most instantly. Immediately after 
th e shoot i ng Burris notified, the..of¬ 

ficers and gave himself up. He has 
been held to the superior court and 
removed to the county jail. It is 
feared that confinement will prove 
fatal, as he is a consumptive and ac¬ 
customed to sleeping in the open air. 
He was station agent at Lamanda 
Park before his health became too 
poor. 

Hobart is remembered by many 
Sierra Madre people. He lived with 
relatives at the Villa and attended 
school ip Sierra Madre several years. 
The writer remembers him as a 
class mate fifteen years ago, in the 
days of the rule of W. J. Hornby. 
Hobart served in the Spanish War 
and was a member of Ensign Bagley 
Camp of Spanish War Veterans at 
Pasadena, which had charge of the 


TRUSTEES’ ADJOURNED MEETING 

At the extra meeting of the city 
trustees held on Thursday evening of 
last week the street superintendent 
was authorized to have tests made 
of all oil used by the contractors for 
street work. The tests will be made 
in Los Angeles and will cost $5 each, 
but it was thought this will be cheap 
Insurance against the use of Inferior 
on by the contractors. Aside from 
the knowledge that oil so tested 
meets the high specifications of this 
city, there will be an excellent moral 
effect upon contractors who might be 
tempted to use inferior oil if they 
did not know that every lot of oil 
brought here was subjected to the 
test. 

A resolution was passed declaring 
that the ^Baldwin avenue approach 
to the city just outside the city lim¬ 
its Is a menace to public safety in Its 
present condition. The street super¬ 
intendent was Instructed accordingly 
to have it sprinkled with oil to the 
point where the county oiling ceased.

field for observation than in August. 
And several factors combine to make 
the present month one of unusual 
interest. 

The first thing to attract the at¬ 
tention of the star gazer is the near 
approach of Venus and Jupiter in the 
western heavens during the early 
evening. Both are evening stars and 
brighter than any other stars in the 
sky. For several weeks they have 
been observed just after sunset, 
gradually approaching each other. 
The astronomers tell us they were in 
conjunction on Thursday afternoon 
of this week and now may be seen 
to recede from each other. On Wed¬ 
nesday and Thursday evenings they 
were about a quarter of a degree 
apart. They will he observable with¬ 
in the field of an opera or field glass 
for some time, affording an excellent 
chance for comparison. Next Wed¬ 
nesday ana Thursday they will ap¬ 
pear very close to the new moon, 
which also makes an interesting 
spectacle.
